2. On or about June 1* 1969, Lawrmce James Carlin* a 
defendant herein* engaged in a telephone conversation with 
Marvin Sixapeon, who was then at Hialeah* Florida* within the 
Southern District of Florida. 

3. On or about June 2, 1969, Seward Kenneth Davis, a 
defend2mt herein, assisted Maarvin Siiapson in placing some 
metal drums aboard an airplane at Miami International Airport, 
within the Southern District of Florida. 





4. On or about Juao 3, 1969, Lawranca Janas csrlin and 
Howard Kannath Davis* defendants lieersin* traveled by airplane* 
together with Marvin Simpson and Villiam Bugene Dernbach* fron 
Miami International Airport* within the Southern District of 
Florida* to South Caicos* Bahama islands. 

5* On or about June 4 * 1969* Lawrence James Carlin* 
Howard Kenneth Davis* Martin Francsis Xavier Casey* Rene 
Jaures Leon* Ralj^ Grant Bdens* Bdmund Kolby* and Charles 
Sndth* defendants herein* traveled by airplane* together with 
William John D»^ey* a co-conspirator but not a defendant 
herein* and Marvin Sixigxson and William Sugene Denibach* 
from Great Sruma Island* Bahama Islands to the air space 
over the territory of the Republic of Haiti.
